T U R K E Y C O O K IN G 


H ints for housewives who are won­ 
dering how best 10 cook their Thanks­ 
giving turkeys were offered today by 
Louise C. Struve, head of the division 
of Home Economics on the Davis cam 
pus of the U niversity of California. 
According to Miss Strove, many tur­ 
keys are ruined by housewives who 
lack knowledge of the best methods 
of cooking them. 
Even the 
poorer 
grades may be delicious if well-cook­ 
ed, she says, but it is wise to select 
the b etter grades which have 
been 
dressed 
scientifically, 
packed 
and 
frozen hard. 
Birds which are drawn 
Im m ediately after killing seem s to be 
superior in flavor to those not drawn. 
Furtherm ore, w ater should not be 
allowed to touch the inside of 
the 
bird. 
Thus, all cleaning of the out­ 
side of the skin should be done be­ 
fore the bird is drawn. 
D ressing adds much to the flavor of 
the bird. 
Miss Struve points out that 
a thin layer of dressing betw een the 
breast m eat and the outside skin gives 
the w hite meat a more delicate flavor 
and surprising juiciness. 
If the bird 
is stuffed and prepared for looking a 
day or m ore in advance m óre of the 
flavor of the dressing perm eates the 
meat. 
Also, if the turkey is three- 
fourths roasted on the day before it 
is to be served and the final fourth 
of the cooking completed just before 
the T hanksgiving dinner, the texture 
and flavor of the meat is greatly im­ 
proved and carving made much eas­ 
ier. 
The easiest and most 
satisfactory 
method of cooking, says Miss Struve, 
is as follows: 
grease 
the 
turkey, 
place iu an open pan breast up. and 
roast at 300 degrees, basting 
every 
I half hour with m elted fat.

Mr. and Mrs. Aldrich have lived in 
Palm Springs the past four years, re­ 
siding on Alejo Road betw een Palm 
Canyon Drive and Indian avenue. He 
is a painter employed by O. H. Nich­ 
ols, painting contractor. 


3 Days W ithout Food 


Mr. A ldiich went to U tah last July 
on a prospecting trip. 
On July 36 
he started down the Colorado river 
tronr Green R iver, Utah, alone, in a 
boat loaded with his 
supplies 
and 
equipm ent. Everything w as lost when 
his boat was wrecked, even his w allet 
containing all his money, and 
two 
ounces of gold which he had panned 
from the gold-bearing sands of Utah 
creeks. 
W hen he reached the road on 
the Navajo reservation he was unable 
to talk to the driver of the car who 
picked him up, his tongue and lips 
being so badly swollen. 
The desert 
heat was intense. 
He was able to salvage the shell of 
his boat from an eddy farther down 
the river and tied it to 
the 
shore. \ 
w here it was found recently by a pros­ 
pector. who gave out th e word th at I 
Aldrich evidently had lost his life, and ¡ 
thus the news cam e to The Desert ! 
Sun th at the Palm Springs man was 
dead. 
Aldrich had traveled 450 miles in 
his boat from Green R iver to a point 
45 miles below Lee's F erry, where the 
boat was wrecked. 
He was in his 
boat 28 days, from July 26 to August 
23. 


Many Terifying Experiences 


T his was not the first time that 
A ldrich has had a narrow escape from 
death, for he has been an adventurer 
e v er since he was a 16-year-old boy. 
He has had to swim out of rapids of 
rivers in N orth and South America 
an d the O rient on several occasions, 
when lie attem pted to navigate rivers 
th at others feared to negotiate. 
He 
had num erous close calls in clashes 
with A rabs and Turks 
during 
the 
W orld W ar when he fought with the 
Im perial 
B ritish 
arm y 
in 
Egypt, 
G reece and Palestine. 
Aldrich became an expert swim m er 
when he competed with the Indians 
in swimming contests in the 
rapid 
flowing rivers of Idaho. 
W hile still a 
boy he and another youth took some 
horses to B ritish Columbia. 
where 
they bought two boats and 
started 
down 
the 
turbulent 
Columbia. 
At 
H ell’s Gate he decided to take 
both 
boats through, while the o th er boy re­ 
mained on shore. 
He took one boat 
through all right, but the second one 
was crushed on a jutting rock in the 
rapids, but the lad succeeded in swim ­ 
m ing ashore. 
He had sailed 300 miles 
down the river. 
Eight years ago, while prospecting 
along the Salon river, his boat was 
wrecked in a cataract of that river. 
Again he escaped, lmt lost his boat 
and all supplies. 


In South America 


Aldrich lived in South Am erica for 
10 years, prospecting in foothills of 
the Andes. 
His favorite m eans 
of 
transportation 
was 
by 
canoe, 
and 
therefore he had some very close calls, 
one of the narrow est escapes being in 
l he Rio Negro river of Brazil. 
He 
barely m ade it th a t Mine. 


He made two trips from South Am­ 
erica to England, and when the World 
W ar broke out he enlisted in 
the 
T enth Irish division of the British Im­ 
perial arm y, and served w ith that di­ 
vision for three years in the Near 
East campaign, th e most devastating 
one during the war. 
His hands and 
legs 
are 
scarred 
from 
shrapnel 
wounds, but he never reached a hos­ 
pital until after the A rm istice, and 
then due to the influenza epidemic 
w hich took more than one-third of the 
men of his division. 
He was gassed and shell-shocked, 
a n d since that tim e he .hasn't had the 
endurance in sw im m ing he had before. 


Arabs Chase Him In Egypt 


W hile riding with a sm all scouting 
party in Egypt. Bedouins shot 
his 
horse from under him. 
He escaped, 
and for two days he trod th e hot des­ 
e r t sands, w ithout water, when he dis­ 
covered a lone Arab on a horse. 
He 
sh o t and killed the Arab and rode the 
horse for 50 m iles to a w ater hole 
'known as D esert Wells, which was 
surrounded by Arabs. 
An unw ritten 
law of th at desert is that no one is 
to be molested w hile at a well or w a­ 
te r hole, and while there he could eat 
and drink alongside the Bedouins at 
the well. 
However, he escaped 
one 
night under cover of darkness 
and 
joined a detachm ent of th e 
British 
forces at the railroad leading to Je ru ­ 
salem and later joined his own regi­ 
m ent. 
The division rode to the end of the 
railw ay line, and from th ere marched 
across the desert for eight months, 
driving the T urks ahead of 
them. 
They drove them to Jerusalem , and 
th e re gave them 30 m inutes to evacu­ 


ate the City or the city would be lev­ 
eled. From there they drove the Turks 
right back into Turkey. 
T he losses 
were terrific, but especially to the 
Turkish arm y. 
During th a t eight m onths march in 
the desert each man had to carry a 
90-pound pack and each cam el carried 
200 pounds of w ater. 
The men were 
allowed only one quart of water per 
day each for all purposes, drinking, 
washing and shaving. 


Loses His Buddy 


Then cam e the influenza epidemic 
at Cairo, and the men died 
like flies. 
Dead m en were piled in trucks like 
cordwood; a firing squad w as on duty, 
continuously, day and night, for burial 
services at the cem etery, and several 
squads w ere kept busy digging graves. 
The greatest blow to A ldrich came 
when he lost his buddy, Tom Brown, 
who had enlisted with him and had 
been with hint through the entire war. 
T he two cam e down with th e flu on 
the sam e day and were tak en to the 
Cairo hospital together. 
W hen they 
were wheeled into the hospital, head 
first, which is the rule for living men 
in that arm y, young Brown 
said: 
“Jack, you and 1 have had m any rides 
together, but this is the last one. I'll 
come out of here feet first. 
You'll 
get well, because you may get bent 
but they can't break you.” 
T hat night 
he died. 


In Greece 


E arlier in the cam paign Aldrich had 
one of his narrow est escapes while 
fighting in Greece. 
After leaving Eng­ 
land. his regim ent went to D ardanelles 
where the T urks w ere driven out. The 
Englishm en landed at Salónica and 
from there m arched into Serbia. The 
w eather w as intensely cold, tem pera­ 
ture below zero. 
Young boys, soldiers 
in the B ritish regim ent, froze to death. 
The men had no overcoats and wore 
knee breeches. The snow w as 18 inch­ 
es deep. 
A t night they loaned blan­ 
kets to each other, and som e of the 
men slept four hours while the others 
walked to keep front freezing. 
Thus 
they took turns sleeping and walking, 
and keeping the younger 
members 
aged from IS to 22. from sittin g down. 
To stop m eant to die. 
They w ere in cam p five days wait­ 
ing for reinforcem ents, but the Bul­ 
garians, whom they were facing 
at 
that tim e, got reinforcem ents 
first, 
and the English fought ag ain st terri­ 
fic odds. 
T hey spiked their guns, left 
them , 
and 
retreated /50 
m iles 
to 
Salónica. 
T here they m et reinforce­ 
m ents and drove th e B ulgarians hack 
again into Serbia. 
The o th er part of the 
Bulgarian 
arm y was also driven across the Stur- 
mer river. 
There the B ulgarians held 
famous F o rt Rupeall and the hilltops, 
while the B ritish w ere in th e valley, 
where the grass was above a man's 
head. 


Lost In No-Man's Land 


One day the com m anding staff of 
Aldrich’s regim ent wished to inspect 
¡“No-Man’s Land” betw een 
th e 
two 
arm ies, and chose Aldrich a s 
their 
guide. 
They cut the barb-w ire entan­ 
glem ents and started through the high 
i grass. 
The B ulgarians discovered the 
: attem pt, and began 
firing. 
Aldrich 
jumped off the mule he was riding and 
¡hit the anim al with his hat. 
T he run- 
¡ ning mule through the high 
grass 
¡drew the B ulgarian tire, while 
the 
¡ staff escaped to their lines, but Ald- 
I rich was left afoot, in the high grass 
of “No-Man's Land.” 
There he 
re- 
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malued for three days, unable to es­ 
cape. 
The B ulgarians m arched w ith­ 
in th ree feet of him one day. 
but 
could not see him because of 
the 
grass.. 
After the third day lie was 
saved by his com rades. 
Jack Aldrich hesitated to tell 
the 
story of his eventful life, but this 
w riter succeeded in draw ing it from 
him. 
"1 don’t like to talk about it.” 
he saiii. 
"I want to forget th at war. 
The story has never been printed, and 
I have talked about it only to m y most 
intim ate friends."
